T mutt give every fincere Proteftant a very fenfible 
Pleafure to read the many excellent Papers which 
have been publifhed upon the prefent melancholy Occa- 
fion, to awaken Men, and make them fenfible of the 
certain dreadful Confequence of a Popifh Prince being 
placed upon the Britith Throne. 

At the fame Time, it ought not to be concealed ; — 
That the warmeft Zeal for the prefent happy Eftablith- 
ment, how general foever it may be, will not be fuffici- 
ent to reftore Peace to thefe Kingdoms, unlcfs fupport- 
ed by a fufficient Regular Force, particularly of Horfe. 

The late Duke of Marlborough, as is well known to 
feveral great Perfons now living, has been often heard to 
fay ;—— That with sooo Horfe he would undertake to put 
an End to any Rebellion in this Kingdom. 

How contemptible foever the Landing of the Preten- 
der’s Son in Scotland might be looked upon at firit; all 
mutt now acknowledge it is becomea very ferious Mat- 
ter. It is very probabie, that he and his Attendants were 
fent by France, not from any Profpe& of Succ: fs, but 
only to alarm us, tokeep our Fleets at home, and oblige 
us to fend for Forces from abroad ; either to give an Op- 
portunity tor the Merchant-men of France and Spain to 
— home in Safety, or perhaps to execute fome other 

efign. 

But the Scene is now apparently changed : And as little 
as France or Spain intended to fend any regular Forces 
againft thefe Kingdoms, it is now fully refolved upon ; 
and will, unlefs timely prevented, be put in Execution. 
Nor is there any certain way to prevent this, but by 
crufhing the prefent Rebellion immediately; not one 
Moment ought to be loft; and at the fame Time, the 
greateft Care ought to be taken, to fend a Force fufficient 
to effeét this, and particularly of Horfe. 

The only material Queftion is ;—not, How the Nation 
in gencral ftands affected ?——not, Whether a Popith 
Prince be the moft dreadful Calamity that can befal this 
Nation ;—but, Whether we have a fufficient Force, par-

ticularly of Horfe, immediately to fupprefs the prefent 
Rebellion ?

‘This will be of much more fare and 
certain Service to us than the finelt ‘Train of Artillery. 
There is a Poffivility of that being taken trom us, and 
our own Cannon turn’d againit ouricives.

Enemy may be loit, by tending tor more lorces, or the 
Enemy may gain tome Advantage trom it, But either 
of thefe may eafily be retrieved. Whereas, if this Nati- 
on be thrown into a general Rebellion, or Civil War, the 
whole common Caufe of Europe, and particularly the 
Proteftant Caufe, will be irretrievably lott, and muit be 
given up. 

Let us refleé& ferioufly upon what I mentioned above 
was faid by that great General and able Scatefinin, the 
That with s000 Horfe he 
would undertake to quell any Rebellion in this Nation--- 
which, I think, neceflarily infers, That w'thout fuch a 
Body of Horfe, we are not fecure; and, That, were he 
now alive, this is the Advice he would now give. 

I have only one Word to add. —— Let us not defpife 
the prefent Body of Rebels, as being undifc’plined Men, 
tho” perhaps they are not properly and ilriétly fuch. For 
it is certain, that undifciplined Men, with able Officers 
amoneft them, which is certainly the Cafe, who have 
been fo defperate as to take up Arms againit the Govern- 
ment, Will fight deiperately, even againit Regular For- 
ces.

‘This being over, he 
became poffefied of the Imperial Title, which trom that 
Time was givento both him and his Confort, inftead of 
King and Queen of the Romans. 


Notwithitanding the favourable Hopes that had been ' 


entertained of the Ele&tor Palatine, that Prince, ac- 


cording to the laft Advices, is fo far from acknowledg- | 
ing the new Emperor,that he requires ftill to be looked | 
upon as Vicar ofthe Empire, and the Imperial Throne | 


to be accounted vacant. And the Eleétor of Bavaria, 
the other Branch of the Palatine Huufe, has really aéted 
in the Cpacity of Vicar fince the King of the Romans 
was cleéted, by invefting the King of rruffia with Eatt 
Friefland. 

Count de Clermont Gailerande, who was thought to 
be marching for the Rhine or the Mofelle, or to form 
the Siege of Luxemburg, appears to have had no other 
Bufinefsthan to covera Body of Troops, which had 
been ordered to reinforce fume Garrifons on the other 
Side of theSambre. This being done, he returned into 
almoft his former Situation.
